At  the  Fall  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  Lycoming  College 
held  Thursday,  October  28,  1954, 
Reverend  D.  Frederick  Wertz,  Su- 
perintendent of  the  Williamsport 
District  of  the  Methodist  Church, 
was  elected  President  of  Lycoming 
College.  He  will  take  office  on 
July  1,  1955. 

He  is  to  succeed  Dr.  John  W. 
Long  who  has  filled  the  position 
since  October  18,  1921,  and  who 
at  the  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  Lycoming  College 
held  Jan.  6,  1954,  announced  he 
would  tender  his  resignation  as 
President  of  Lycoming  College  to 
take  effect  after  commencement 
in  June  1955. 

The  President-elect  is  a  native 
of  Newport,  Perry  County,  and  was 
graduated  from  Dickinson  College, 
in  Carlisle,  with  the  Class  of  1937. 
He  holds  additional  degrees  from 
Boston  University  and  from  that 
university's  School  of  Theology. 

He  became  superintendent  of  the 
Williamsport  District  of  the  Cen- 
tral Pennsylvania  Methodist  Con- 
ference in  May,  1953.  Prior  to 
that  he  was  pastor  of  the  Allison 
Methodist  Church  in  Carlisle.  Ear- 
lier he  had  served  as  pastor  of  the 
Camp  Curtin  Methodist  Church  in 
Harrisburg. 

He  is  currently  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  Lycom- 
ing College.  His  wafe  is  the  for- 
mer Miss  Betty  Rowe,  a  gi-aduate 
of  Juniata  College.  They  are  the 
parents  of  one  son  and  three 
daughters. 

Dr.  Long,  dean  of  all  Methodist 
college  presidents  by  reason  of  his 
long  service  at  the  city  school,  will 
become  president  emei-itus  at  the 
time  of  his  retirement,  June  30, 
1955.  This  is  a  new  office  cre- 
ated by  the  board  of  directors  es- 
pecially for  Dr.  Long. 

The  Alumni  Bulletin  bespeaks 
for  the  president  elect  hearty  co- 
operation  and   support.

One  left  his  office  nevertheless,  feel- 
ing he  had  touched  the  sources  of  new  strength,  even  if  he  disagreed  with  the  proced- 
ure, as  some  did.  None  could  deny  the  personal  interest  and  abundant  devotional 
spirit  of  the  man".
